Heavy Yields of Grain Repopted From 
Nanton .'Distriet-^Fall' Wheat 
■ Grades High 



Calgary, Sept. 17. — By the end of 
tho week practically all the cutting 
of grain In Nanton district will be com- 
pleted. . The proportion ot poor grain 
Will bo' small; 85 per cent, of tho 
wh<?a^..wlU. grade one, two and three. 
Some of the fall wheat has gone above 
50 bushels to • the acre, and In one 
case 60. A conservative estimate of 
the average yield would put it at 30. 
spring wheat 50, oats 35, barley 30 and 
flax 16. ., ■ 

There has been a good supply of cars 
to date, and the . general feeling among 
farmers is to sell at the very satis- 
factory prices now prevailing. . 

J. C. Cooper, of Nanton, brought in 
a report from tho southern town that 
should greatl.v encourage the Alberta 
farmer. On the farm of A. E. Bur- 
nett, situated about a mile from Nan 
ton. Is to bo found a field containing 
76 acres, and this being put to fall 
wheat last year returned some 60 and 
a fraction bushels- to the acre.

Washington, Sept. 17 — After having 
drawn the attention of tho world to his 
aeroplane llights at l'"ort Jleyer, and 
Inivlng establislied new world's ro- 
cord.s for hcavior-than-alr flying ma- 
chines, OrvlUe Wright today met with 
a tragical mishap while making a 
two-man (light. The aeroplaniat was ■ v. 
accompanied by Lieut. ThOmaB E. .' 
Selfrldge, of the Signal Corps Of thq 
army. Llout. Seltrldge. was fatally In- 
jured and died at 8:10 o'cloclc tonight, r- ' 
Mr. Wright was seriously injured, but - 
is expected to recover. 

While tho maclilno was •encircling 
tlie drill grounds a jiropoller blade 
snapped off, and liltting some other 
part of the intricate mechanism, caus- 
ed It to overturn in the air and fall 
to tho ground, enveloping the two oc- 
cupants in the debris. Soldiers and 
spectators ran across the field to ... 
whero the aeroplane had fallen and 
assisted lu lifting Wright and Sel- 
fridge from *under the tangled , mass 
of machinery, rods and shreds of muB- ' 
Un. V 

Mr. Wright was conscious and said: 
"O, hurry and lift the motor." Lieut. 
.Seltrldge was unconscious, and had 
apparently struck the ground with 
great force. His head was covered 
with blood, and he was choking when 
the soldiers arrived. Dr. AVattors, a 
New York physician, was one of tho 
Ih'st to rcacli tlie spot and rendered 
llrst aid to the injured men. When 
their wounds had been bandaged, Mr. 
Wright and Lieut. Seltrldge were- 
taken to the Fort Meyer., hospital, at. 
the end of the field;-?" Mr. Wright had 
lapsed into a state df seml-consclous- - 
noss by the time he reached tho 
liospltftl, ,'vvlille Selfridge died not re- 
gaiQln(r;'C0IV8CiouBness at all. He was 
.sufterlngrfrom a. f rapture at the base 

After a litirried surgleal^esamina^^ 
it was announced that Mr. Wright was 
not (langerously injured. He was suf- 
fering from a fracture of his left 
thigh, and several ribs on tho right 
side were fractured. Both men re- 
ceived deep cuts about the head. Mr. 
Wriglit regained consciousness at tho 
hospital and dictated a cable to his 
brother at LcMans, France, requesting ' 
that the same message be sent to hla , 
.sister and father at Dayton, Ohio, , . 
assuring them th.at he was safe. - . . 

Although there have been but hand- 
fills of people at th? testing., grounds....;: 
at Fort Meyer duflns"* the' past;- few \i 
days, fully two thousand had gathered 
by 4:30 this afternoon. Mr. Wright 
announced several days ago tliat ho 
would take Lieut. Seltrldge. who is, " • 
secretary of tlio Aerial Experiment as- 
sociation and an aeroplanist himself, 
in his n(!xt lligl;t. The young onicer 
was delighted to have an opportunity 
to fiy in tho aeroplane. He was to 
leave on Saturday for St. Joseph, Mo., 
wliero he was to assist Lieut. Fouler 
in operating the Baldwin airship. 
The Fatal Voyage 

After Mr. Wright told Selfridge to 
get in the machine, Selfridge took off 
ills coat and hat and took his place 
in the extra seat next to that occupied 
by Jlr. Wright. Tlie latter started the 
motor by means of a storage battery. 
Ills assistants, Taylor and Furnass, 
turning the jiropcllers to got them go- 
ing. At firl-l tho aeroplane was re- 
leased, and it was noticed that It did 
not rise as quickly from the ground 
as on previous flights. Selfridge. 
weighed about 175 pounds, making the 
\velj'ht greater than the machine had 
ever carried before. After gliding over 
the ground on its runners tor thirty 
feet, the machine rose gradually, and 
had g.-ilned a lieiglit of forty feet when 
it passed over the starting apparatus 
tor the first time. 

There wns ;i six-mile wind, and It 
v.'.'is noticed that tho machine did not 
run as smnotlily as on former fiights, 
most of which were made In calm 
weatlier. Tho aeroplanist, however, ; 
apparently had control of the aerial ; 
filer, which rose to a height ; of 7S 
foot as it completed the second round. .. 
of the flold. This height was main-^ . - 
talned on th9 third round, 'Wliile-.tha ::, \ 
machine was . turning at' t^o'soijitlieirn 
end Of the field, several thousand !ie«t.t -. ' ' 
from the spectators, some one shout—t , 
ed: ■ '-'^'S;-';'/ 

"What Is that'.' Something fell;"-.?:' 
Immediately all eyes wero on the apro-. , 
plane, and it was seen to turn and 
then come swooping down to the earth 
111 a cloud of dust. 

No effort on the part of the aviator 
could possibly liave averted the acci- 
dent. The planes and rudders were 
absoluti'ly Incapable of righting the 
machine when it had turned in that 
maimer. Sjiectators, soldiers, officers, 
and newspaper men, ran' across tho 
field- I'O' the tangled , masM Mounted 
soldiers formed a cordon around the 
wreckage, while others fren/.iedly en- 
deavored to lift the heavy maclilnory 
and wood that i>lnl<)ned Wright and 
Selfridge to the ground. Ijleut. Self- 
ridge'3 iaca was covered with lilooil, 
and ho was lileediiig and choking from 
the iiiterinU liemorrliage. Orvillo 
Wright lay by his side, lils face pale 
as the mass of white muslin over his 
head. Ho was conscious and asked 
that tho machine be lifted off his leg. 
As soon as the men could be extricat- 
ed they were taken to one side and 
physicians from the crowd of spepta-'.. ■ 
tors went to their aid. Their wounds ? , 
wore bandaged, and as soon as. possl- 
ble they ware carried tcthelpost.

BY FLYING DEBRIS 

Charles Dymond Fatally In- 
jured During Blasting ■ • 
Operations 



struck un the head witli terrific 
force by a lar;ie section ul the root 
of a tree which had been blasted out 
of the ground, (.'liarles Dymond, a 
teamster, was so ^levereiy injured yes- 
terday morning that lour hours later 
he dii'd at .St. .losi'pli's hosijital with- 
out gaining eonscioiisness. 'ITie acci- 
dent occurred on Trutcli slre(,'t, be- 
tween llichardson street anil l'"airneld 
road, where city worUmen are clearing 
the roadway of stumi>s pre])aratory to 
continuing it through to l-'airlield road. 

tTty l''.n-einan l'o))e, witli a gang of 
men iiave been al W'lrk for some lime 
and yesterday morning about 10 o'clock 
were engaged bla-'ting oul several 
large stumps. A charge liad been 
placed and was about lo be llred when 
Dymond drove up to the r;pot. lie had 
been sent there by his em|)loyer, Wil- 
liam .Svnions, to gel a load of sand 
which was to be taken to another part 
of the city works. The men In charge 
of tho blasting evidently did not sec 
Dymond aiiiiroaehing and the latter, 
unaware of his danger, advanced to- 
wards the spol where tl^e fuse was 
even then burning towards tho "charge 
of dynamite. The explosive went olf, 
hurling the debris of the stump in all 
directions, one piece welching several 
pounds and about two feet long by six 
inches in diameter was hurled like a 
cannon Shot straight at Dymond, who, 
for the first time alarmed by the shout 
of tho other mon, had but time to look) 
up to see what the trouble was, when ' 
the mlsslio struck him full on tho side 
of the head just above the left oar. Ho 
was Instantly knocked unconsclouii 
and wheii some of the city workmen 
ran to his aid blood was pouring from 
his mouth, no.'^o and eyes. "While ono 
of tho workmen rushed to a nearby 
rosldonce and telephoned to the polico 
.station others carried the injured man 
years (t„ sijp .,„j| udiat they could 

for him. On the arrival of the polico 
piitrol wagon with Dr. Hart, Dymond 
was placed thendn and ru'^^lied to St. 
Joseph's hospital, wliere he never ro- 
gaini'd con.<;ciousni ss. He illcd alioiit 
•1 o'clock in the afti rnoon. An e.xamin- 
ation showed that the skull waii badly 
fractured at the-'Cbasc'-and that Dy- 
mond never had a' Ohanco of recover- 
ing. ' ■ 

The wliolo incident occurred so 
quickly that the workmen enijiloycd 
on tho spot could give but little ac- 
count of how Dymond received his 
death blow. Apjiarently his aiiproaeh 
toward.s the spot where tlio ehargo 
was laid was unnoticed and it was not 
until after the charge had exploded 
tind the debris was flying towards him 
that the others atti'mided to warn hiin. 
It was then too late. It is doubtful, 
too, if Dymond saw the pic'ce of root 
coining toward." liini. lie glancoil uii 
as if to ascertain what the cause of 
tilt; shouting was und received the Hy- 
ing jiieee of wood on the head. 

'Whether the course usually followed 
ill blasting operations, of covering 
over the object to be blasted out witli 
logs in order to prevent the spread ol' 
the debris, was followed In this case 
is not certain, hut this will be a fact 
to be brought oul al the iiKpiest, which 
will bo held this afternoon at o'clock 
ut the police station. 

Dymond was just over twenty years 
of age and had been a resident of this 
rity for about the past eleven months. 
William Hynnms. his employer, by 
wlioin he had been employed as team- 
ster for till' past live months, K])eaks 
In high terms of the young man's in- 
dustry and haliits. I'lvery cent the 
youth earned, over and above living 
exi>enses, was being saved to bring oul 
to this country his mother and sister, 
and II was onl\' a day or two ago when 
youn.;,' Dynmnd laughingly told liis 
emiiloyer that 11 would be but a short 
time liefore he \vc)Uld have saved 
enough tu bring them out, tlil.s loo in

I'Jast Africa, Xatal, .''■^uliilaiKl, P.asuto- 
laiiil and Cape Colony. .Men can ev^i 
be obtained from localities in tlie .still 
farther north, but this is not reillj- 
advisiible as those who come down 
Into the Transvaal mining districts 
from the oipiatorlal regions cannot 
Kuocossfnilj- bear the suddeu change, 
as .loliannesburg Is in reality a very 
cool juid oven a cold place, es|)ceially 
during the winter months, its altitude 
being abriiit r,,0OI) feet. Dul wliile 
frost occiir.s with toleralile freciueney. 
Ill times very little or no snow falls, 
as the winters are ver\- dry. The 
summers are. however, raiin". Cape 
Colony is the onl.v jiart of .South Africa 
where it rains, at all events, vcr.v 
much, during tlii> winter season. A 
few flakes of snow may fall at Jo- 
hanne.sbarg: .tiuI a little cold rain may 
occur, but this Is the limit in the way 
of moisture al that time of the ye.'ir. 
Of course, the mountains are then 
covered with smnv, but in tln^ summer 
il completely distijiiiears. Although 
the mines are lloiirishlng this is by no 
means the (.-ase in other lines of biKsi- 
nos.s .•\grieiiltiire, in particjilar, Is a 
dead letter in South Africa generally, 
and as a inalter of f,-u't. that country 
as a v.iiole has altogetliei- too many 
dr.'iwbn-ks in thi.s imporlaiit dei>.-irt- 
ment. of tho iiatiomtl life; and then, 
when, stoclc-rKlslng l.s considered, It 
will bo found that the danger ot loss, 
Ihrou.srh tho terrible ravages of the 
tick fever, or red water, in S.Tuth .\f- 
ricc. as a whole, makes this business 
altogether too hazardous. ■ This fright- 
ful malady among stock Is tbe peculiar 
.scourge of tlieae provlncesi ,and so 
far no cure whatever has boon dis- 
covered. Dr. Kocli und Dr. Tyler, as 
well as others, have made a profound 
.study of its jiecnllar symptoms, but 
their .irduou.s researches havo boon 
absolutely frultles.s; and tho outlook 
is niipallingly discouraging. Dr. Tyler 
is tlie veterinary surgeon of the Trans- 
vaal and has been the occupant of this 
pn.Mltion for some years. 

Xatal, the province in which Mr. 
Uawlinson was born, was a. good coun- 
try at one time for the white man and 
till' I'liiropoan st.-ltler, Inil it i.s so no 
loiig(>r. Ill consequence (.if the ;\lmosi 
unU-ersal iiresenee of tiie iiarshnoniour' 
ami the exi'essl\-ely thrifty Hindu, 
against whom the white m.'in cannot 
liope to coniiiete. eitlier in the eom- 
niereiiil or In the agricultural field. 
The Hindu, iiR vs well known. Is very 
Industrious, and has been known to 
live snleb- ujion food which others have 
thrown aw.ay. sa\'ing every cent of ills 
by no means extravagant wages. This 
has happened In Jamaica. The Hln- 
flii. Mr. Rawlinson 'states. Is quite as 
bad a.'s the Chinaman, and this class 
is overrunning the whole of Nataj, 
compelling tho hapless white man "to 
lake a back seat." He can either, 
however, starve, or leave the country. 
These Hindus, nnvcrtheleas, as a class, 
are superior to the Chinese, who have 
been employed in the .Tohanm^sbnrg 
mines. The Hindus In Natal at the 
present time exceed the whito iiopula- 
iion by no le-is a figure than some 25.- 
nnf». They number. In hl.<» opinion. 
122.000, and rertalnly exceed 120,000; 
while the whites only number from 
1)4,000 to 36,000, The Hindus have 
oorralled the Important Kaffir trade, 
and when pitted against these keen 
and relentless Oriental traders, the 
white merchant has not tho ghost of 
a show, as Iho KafUr has become flrm- 
Iv eninlneed thot he can buy nt 
eheaiier prices from the Hladu than 
Is at all possible with his white com- 
petitor.: and no doubt thl.s Is really tlie 
case. Tho Hindu begins by asking 
two or three times as much aa ho Is 
prepared In a pinch to a<'cept, and as 
ho allows himself to bo beaten down 
in his figures by tho blacks, they aro 
ftilly pensuadfld that they are secur- 
ing estraorfllnar.v prIco.H, And so the 
whole world Is akin, and the device of 
regwl8.r .Jl.OO, speolal, SO cents, has for 
ages been a saicceBsful device In • the 
Ri'eat, marts of tho Orient. Indeed, 
there Is nothlrig now under the sun. 
Color may also have something to do 
with' It, as tho blaok feels ho has moro 
afllnlty in the matter' of complexion 
and ot race with the naFIva of India 
than he has with the white European. 
The lilaeks patroni;!e the Hindu mer- 
chant?, nnd the unfortunato wlilto man, 
a.s bus often jircK'ed to be tiie ca.'Hp In 
South Africa, In the face of this bitter 
coni)iet It ion, either sees lii.s former 
prosjierons hnsiness dwindle *i.wa.\', or 
else, absolutel.v discoiiraged, closes his 
store, and leaves the lield altogether to 
his dusky rival. In niarkol gardening 
tbe .«ianie tiling lias frcinieiiLly occurred 
and tho Hindu coiniilctelv and speedily 
ousts Llio while race The coolh' has 
the further iminonsu advantage of 
being both able nnd porfootl.s- willln.';

journinciit of halt' an hour hail lieen 
itiUeii to permit of autliorltics beliiK 
consulted.

"Did you obtain a divorce before 
you went tinough this i^orm of mar- 
rlnge?" woh tho next qUestlbh; 
No answer. 

"Dare you deny that you went 
throuRh the ceremony of miin'iuKi' 
with a woman other than the plaintiff 
ill ("ape Town on the. 17th of .March, 
11)01'?" asked Mr. Taylor, rcadln.uj frfJin 
what looked like a iiiariiage cerll- 
lictitc. 
Still no answer. 

"Do you understand sign langtiage'.' " 
No .answer.' 
''Are you allvo?" 
No answer. 

At this point, Mr. .Tuslico Martin, 
wlio had previously intimated an oli- 
jeotion ,to thl.s line of cros.s examina- 
tion, inler|)ose(I and said that tlie wit- 
ness need not answer the last question. 
IMr. Taylor linmudiately -wltiidrew it, 
and then asked his lordship what lie 
thout'ht of the witness standing mute 
when tlio other auestfons were put to 
him. 

Here Jlr. F<dl, counsel for tho de- 
fendant, also <d)jr!Cted, saying that liLs 
client's actions In Houth Africa could 
not be material in an action on a 
partnership alleged to have existed 
year.s before in British Columbia. Mr. 
Taylor replied that such . questions 
went :very istrongly. to' the credibility 
of the. witness. Hi8> lordslilp would 
iijivo to weigh tho evidence and' If ho 
could show tlmt the defendant married 
a woman in Houlli Africa and then 
deserted her and her chllil, and after- 
wards wcVt through another form of 
inarrlaKO with ,a third woman, it 
would have a material bearing on tlie 
credibility of his ti.'stlmony. Mr. I'ell 
said that there was a divorce proceed- 
ing pending between the two parties, 
and characterized tlie cross examjna- 
tion as a "llshlng cxptedltlon.'! . Mr. 
Taylor replied that the fact that there 
^vas another action pending could not 
foreclose him of his right of cross 
examination, -v 

Judge Wants Authority 
Mr. Justice Martin asked Mr. I^olor 
to produce uulhorit.'.' for his rc'iuesl 
that he order the witness lo rejjiy, to 
which. COUpsel replied that ho had sent 
for them- Not expecting such a ques- 
tion to come up, he had not tliought 
it necessary to provide himself with 
ilit-in in advance. 

Mr. Ju-stlce Jlartln: "It is most unusual 
to ask a JudKo to insist on answers 
to Kueli riaestluiis. The question came 
ui> lately 111 J-;nf;land — I remeiiiber 
readini; it but have not the reference — 
wlicii it was saii.l that it was doubtful 
v.h' tlier ,-i judf^e should be aslvcd lo 
(11 force an ausw-r to questions -^vhlch 
lie llilnks unseetnl.N-, even thougli they 
may be technically admissible." 

At tlil.s stage his lordship •directed 
the usher to bring certain authorities 
including Taylor on Evidence, Powell, 
Best, Stephens Digest r and others. 
Reading from article 129 of the latter 
work, his iordshlp said that tlie learn- 
ed iuithor sufjR'-'sted that It was In 
the discretion of the jiidKc to n-fuse 
such a reciiu'.vl. 

"And." added iii.'^ lonl.sliip. "iii the 
exercise of iiiv iliserition I refuse 
lure." 

Mr. Taylor: "I'nless I get an answer 
lo my question, it will bo useless fur 
ine to ))rocc( d further," 

Jlr. Justice ;Martin reinarliod that he 
should have come provided with au- 
tliorilies, and after furliier discussion 
in which counsel for the plaintiff went 
into his reasons for asking the ques- 
tion, Mr. Taylor protested against 
belnp; co;npelled to label his qucstionH 
in advance as tendinii to destroy the 
force of bis cross examination. 

Mr. .TuKtice iMartin: "Since \-ou l;iy 
suc'li stress (in the iimttiT, I will Inui^ 
fiirtlier into it, and since \'ou liave no 
autlioritles to cit'- me on ilie subject, 
I sliall look further into the subject 
tor jtnyaelf." 

The Court Adjourns 
Upon this it was i^eed that the 
court should adjourn for half an hour 
while court and counsel looked up 
autliori I ies.

Witness 
niado no reply, and Judge Martin ob- 
jrctod to tho'iii'ostlon as traveling out- 
side his folrnier rullnlg^; ,The;-nanio of 
the woman wiis not material, now 
that tli(?.:fact of Iho.morrlage had 
been elicltocl. 

Mr. Taylor complained, that it was 
iinpo.sKlble for hfm to dtoss-examine 
If he had lo have a discussion witli 
tlie court over each question. Mr. 
Fell formally ohjeeti'd to thlS' and all 
the .subsctiueiit Que.'itions, as being ir- 
relevant .and merely ftskod , with a 
view to eliciting i*irormatIoi} :for use 
in anoth9r action. In,,,the discussion 
which ensued Mr. Taylor said tliat ho 
should not be. mad« to designate liIs 
lino of argument In advance &s' it put

Mr. ' Taylor aaid that he was in- 
structed that there were two mnr- 
rluges, and up. He wanted the name

"I am .sorry," said Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin, "that you .are not entitled to go 
as far as you would wi!<li." 

After some lilfficulty tho fact w-as 
elicited thiit the two lived together 
for about ten months after the niar- 
riagre. Ho then asked it the marriage 
was not performed at a certain place, 
but the witness did not remember. 
Counsel then asked where the mar- 
riage was performed.

'j'ho court suBKe^iied that the proper 
method was to read the question asked 
on dlHCOvjfry and then enquire If a 
certain answer bad not been given tO 
it. Mr. Taylor replied that such a 
course would be vaiuel.jss for cross- 
examination purposes, lie must .first 
lay the foundation' ' by asking the 
fiu' stiun, and then If the answer dlf- 
fen .1 lie could call upon the witness 
to explain the discrepancy. 

Hlu lordshl)^ said that counsel was 
tra\-cling outside o£ hia ruling. He 
could ask questions to sliow when and 
where alleged- marriages liad taken 
Iilace and how fong they lasted, in 
order to show, the defendant's cliarac- 
ti r and whereabouts, but he could not 
Ko Into such 'details. .Such questions 
on the face ot them were asked for 
an improper purpose, and not for the 
purposes of the action. Bccau.so an 
impieper (lUCstlon had boon allowed 
on discovery that was no reason why 
It .-hould be allowed at the trial. 

"Ill face of this ruliiif;, I do not feel 
that I can iirulitaidy pi-oci;ed with the 
cidss-exaniinallon," tiald Mr. Taylor. 

.Mr. Justlci.i Martin made a remark 
to tlie effi;ct that eouii.si'l fretiueiitly 
ciiciiuntio-ea rulinjvs wliieli v,-crc dls- 
tastfful to them, but did not tblnlc It 
necessary lo throw up their briefs on 
that account. Mr. Taylor replied lliat 
he acceiitud the riilinK, but lie felt 
obllprd to withdraw because it aii- 
pearcd to hiin useless .to .attpmpt to 
conliiiue the ease within thO pro- 
scriln.'tl liniitutlons. 

Mr. Taylor, followed by Mr. Alkniaii. 
then left the court room and Mr. Fell 
proci'eded to address the court on 
behalf of his client. His lordidiip re- 
fierved' judgment, Intinia.tlng that it 
might be expected early in the com- 
ing week.

We have very 
complete data as to the agricultural 
ppsalbiUtliBS of Central -Asia.. Wo 
may •Well believe that a reelon, which 
has boon tlie cradle, of so many 
X'ficcs, must poss(-s rc-source.s of great 
value, althougli the fact that those 
races have Invariably migrated in 
search of other homes, sijggesfs that 
it is unrca.=onable to exi)ect at any 
i-arly fiate :iny contributions from tliat 
(luartor, in the way of food for the 
increasing millions of the earth's- pop- 
ulation.

forest, Willi which the old one has been 
rei)luced, will cost over $t;00,000.

Kules will have to bo adopted for the 
regulation of the cutting of timber on 
lands belonging to the' crown," so that 
it niii.N- be possible to [irotecL' \he 
younger growth, in some of tiie east- 
pru forests it has been found possible 
to keep the supply of timber perma- 
nent by properly selecting tlie trees to 
b(! cut and avoiding everv iliing calcu- 
lated to destroy the young'-r .".rowth. 
Tills is far better than, reforestation, 
because It Is far cheaper, and because 
It leaves nature to do hor own work at 
restoring the forest growtli.

NO RACIAL. ISSUE 



Wo regret to see an attemiH to in- 
troduce racial questions into tiie elec- 
tion contest. .It, would not- be fair to 
say that either party is alone respon- 
sible for this. There is a certain east- 
ern Conservative iiapi-i', wliich "goes 
into the air" whenever the name of a 
I'rench Liberal is mentioned. There is 
at least one French Liberal paper, 
which is going round v.ith a I'lilii on 
its sliouUlcr e\-i-ry day, in the boric 
that some Conservative paper will 
l;iiock it off. Perhaps there arc some 
other papers and people, who arc pur- 
suing this course ig' action, it cannot 
be justilied. The l'''rencli arr; In Can- 
ada. The ancestors of most of them 
were here before the ancestors of the 
rest of us. To them Canada is home 
in a sense not shared by a very great 
many Knglisli-s])eakiiig tjauadians. 
They are not interlopers in any way. 
Tluiy have a, right to be here, and here 
they have a right to remain. In his 
speech at Rich(-lieu, Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier said tliat lie lioiH-d (.jui-Ik c, by lic-r 
di'velo|iment of the great region lately 
added to its domain, would become the 
pivot.-il province of Canada. We do 
not know that we can take any ex- 
ception to such an expression, any 
more tliaii we would to the ulloranoo 
of hope by .Mr. KItton that Manitoba 
might bccomo the iilvolal iirovince. If 
Canada is ever lo aebieee the true 
rank ol natioiibood v.-illiiu the l-.)mpii-e, 
we must learn to recognlne Quebec and 
the Ifrench-Bpeaking population as en- 
titled to exactly tho same considera- 
tion that is extended to .any other Jiro- 
\iuce witli a similar poimlation, and 
no more. The clicap policy, the poor 
appreciation 'of public duty, which 
lead an English- Canadian newsfjaper 
to seek to gain strc-ngth for Its p;irty 
by denouncing its French fellow Can- 
adians, and the Ji'rench-Canadlan 
newspaper to endeavor to bolster up 
Its party by represenling that there 
l.s a racial issue in Canad.'i, arc liurt- 
ful to tho slate. We earnestly hope 
that the ex;iniple set by tln^ news- 
fjaiiers referred lo will not lie follou'cd. 
It is worth renienihering that v.'e all 
will have to live in t.'aiiada after the 
eleetlon. and tllel-<.'fore ought not to 
raise diiricnlties, wliicli may iirnve oli- 
slacles lo that li.ii-irioiiy uiion wiiieh 
so iiiucli of the iiriigress of the Do- 
liiiniou dejieuds.

If It is a 
question of abusing the privilegi's of 
l>atronage, of course the ministers nre 
iniiocciit; the fault is due to some 
wicked officials, who were appointed 
by the awful Tories* and deft office 
by a kindly Grit ministry.

Defect in Propeller. 

Mr. AA'-right yesterday n'lilaced the 
propollora which he had been usini; 
with another ]ialr of blades, which are 
six inelies longer, 'i'lie.\- \vere used fiU' 
tile first time In today's dIsaiUToiis 
fliKlll. .'ind many who havi' wltiie.^si-d 
Mr. Wrlivht's fllKhts nt i-'ort .Alevor be- 
li<.'\-e the chanye of propi-llers c!iu.--ed 
tlie accident. An examinatlim of liie 
broken blade sluoved tiiaf It li.-id been 
snapped off at a point one-fourth .if 
the distance I'roni the hub. A de<;p in- 
dentation of tho broken piece Indicat- 
ed that it had .struok'somo other part 
of tho aeroplane. Officers of the sig- 
nal, corps and other' -enthusiasts at 
Port Meyer were Inclined to express 
tho belief that today's accident A\'as 
not due to a I'mdty principle, but to n 
defect in the propeller, which Was 
made of spruce. A representative ol 
the AVrlKhtH said toni.(|lit that the mls- 
liap would not cause the l''ort Meyer 
fllKlits to he abandoni.'d. 'I'liey will be 
rcKumed, ho said, as soon i\s :Mr. 
Wright lias recovered and the nuichine 
Ik repaired. 

Charles '.Vhlte ot AVIilt'e it Middle- 
ton, Baltiinore, u incchanlcal expert, 
fjave thlH description of the accident: 

"I witnessed the nylnp; of the aero- 
plane, .Tiid It wa.s jierformlnpT beauti- 
fully for six or seven minutes, when 
suddenly one of tho propellers broke 
near the end. This caused tho ma- 
chine to perform so thoroughly out ot 
halnuco with the centrUugal force ns 
to make It unmanageable, and It made 
a dart to tho -ground Avhllo still under 
operation of the right propeller, caus- 
iuB it to strllio tho ground Avlth great 



deal more force than it would have 
done by gravity. I do not feel that 
this Is any defect in the machine, but 
merely want of better construction In 
tho propellers. Therefore, I do not 
f(.'el tliat the machine should bo con- 
demned bcivoml this point, The acci- 
dent was due entirely to d-ofectivo 
)iroi)cllers. The aeroplane was under 
perfect control, and tho accident -was 
certainly not due to any fault o( oper- 
ation." 

Ijleiit. Thomas 13. Selfridge was one 
ot the most enthusiastic believers in 
aeronautics :imonK the oflicor.'; in tho 
miliary Hervlee, and through his own 
efforts succeeded In securinj? ;i. detail 
with the aeronautical division of the 
signal coirps. ,Ho ■yvas born In San 
Francl8CO,X26. years'aso, and was ap- 
pointed to the military academy at 
West Point froiu f.";illl"ornla. 

Friend Was Killed 

IlaninioiKlspert, N.Y., Sept. 17.— < 
Lieut. Helfrldse, Of the United States 
signal corps, lias boon deeply Interest- 
ed In the probleuj of air tllghts .since 
Prof. Alexander Graham , Bell , began 
hlH experiments hero ae-ireralusj'ybara 
ago. He was stationed last year at 
the aerial experiment station at Hani- 
m.'uidsport, and witnessed all the Im'- 
portant lllghts made by that brilliant 
coterie of aeronauts under the direc- 
tion of Professor Bell. >, ' 

Lieut. Selfrldgc was a warm per- 
sonal friend of Charles Oliver Jones, 
who fell to death before his wife and! 
children from his airship, the Boom- 
crauf,'. In Maln-.i several weeks agoj 
His advico had been of great help' ih 
ja rfectlns the Uoomerans, and ho mip-' 
ervlsed the flights of the Juno Bug, 
which established the record for short 
(lights at tlammondaport iflst May. 
Ho was to have been stationed at tho 
experiment station in Nova Scotia this 
fall. When OrvlUe AVright announced 
his Intention of making trial nights 
at Fort Meyer, Lieut. Selfrldgc was 
Bent to F.ort Meyer, where his expert 
hnowledgc of aeronautics could be, oil 
best service to the governxaentv- 'j,'

inn. jaugar and other animals, and 
birds 1)1' all kiiuls. 'i'lu re are many 
cages ')f beasts anil birds, tlie whole 
making a big menagerie,, wliieh I'/ie 
collector maintains as a hobby. Air. 
ruul Mrs. I'rench, and his son and 
daughter, tend the many animals, 
handling Ibem as a j-oung miss would 
fuiulle a pet dog or cat. 

The menagerie of Mr. Krench is situ- 
ated but a short distance from the < lie, 
and his place Is alive with anhnals, 
wild and tame. He keeps an army of 
dogs, and there Is always a chorus of 
yrlpn, snarls, growls and screeches of 
the animal and bird life to be heard 
from tilt) enclosure. The family are 
all fair.iliar v.lth tho animals, entering 
tlie cages without concern. Tlie chil- 
dren, though they are but fi .-ind 7 years 
of age, ro.-jpectively, handle the" ma- 
jority of lh(i animals unafraid, and 
while a visitor was at the menagi'rie 
lli^y ent.-;ied somo of the cages to be 
pliotograiihed with the jiet.-!, whose 
care is as much their fad as it is that 
of tlieir father. 

Tiie animals have been recruited 
from many lands. From India came \\ 
leopard, from. Mexico a jaugar fioni 
Africa a fishing -cat of the leopard 
fau-)il.v, from-Southern aiexico a coatl- 
movtdl, one of the racoon family The 
birds, too, are recruited from jnauv 
coitntrle.s. There are gorgeous ma- 
cuw."^, rare currasows, with coal-black 
conts shining and cr-sts with ^'a 'golden 
yellow button on their white bills- 
rare Caracas birds that are of the vul- 
ture, class, and many -others.

HUDSON BAY'S DEMAND 



New Railway yVanted Nearly 
Four Thou.san'd.'Acf^s Land 
' at Port: Simpson ' 



The request of the Hudson Bay rail- 
way for a grant of some 3,000 acres of 
land at Port Simpson for • townslto 
purposes has been refused by 'the gov- 
criimeut. Not long .Tgo, through J. P. 
-Walls, their solicitor, the company 
made application for 31 -10-acre lots 
near Port Simpson. Tliey based their 
request on the ground that this was 
tile only railway prOjxised to make 
Port Simpson its terminus, and that 
the building of the railway ivould b<; 
the f)ne factor which would give v.-ilue 
to the land. They were willing tliat 
the government should have a fourth 
interest Inythe land, which happens to 
be a Ktatutory-Tcqulroment In all 'such 
ca^es. 

It did not. liowever, take tlie execu- 
tive very long to refuse tiie reriuest. 
In the lirst place bonu.ses cannot be 
granted without the consent of the 
legislature, and in th<! second the gov- 
ernment does not approve of boiiusing 
railways la British Columbia lioldlng 
that the posslbilitieB of traffic in so 
rich a country ofl'cr sufficient induce- 
ments for bona tide transportation 
ventui-es. A third consideration was 
tlie fact the Iludson'H Bay railroad ap- 
parently intends to parallel the Grand 
Trunk l^acilic, and so is not a present 
iK'ces.'iity to the country. As a matter 
of fact, it Is undeiOlood that no active 
construction work has been begun, and 
nie real plans of the company, if any, 
are slirouded In mystery.

A. W. Vowoll Will Endeavor to Settle 
Claims Put Forward By the 
Natives 

The Indians at llie Kooteiniy P.ocla- 
mation grounds near Creston are still 
giving troiil-)!e anil A. ^\^ Vowtll, H,C. 
Indian agent, is gidng n|) there today 
or tomorrow to try and effect ri settle- 
ment. It apiiears that the Indians in 
tliat section prrfer the i)rnvlncial land 
to the reserve whicli was st't apart for 
liieni. ;ind iniving b'-en living largely 011 
file public lands, it is now the inten- 
tion of tlie government ti,> .'Jidl these 
lands in small i)arceis to fruit grow- 
ers and others, anil the Indians are 
making exorbitaii,'- claims. 

It does not .■ipfi'iur . that they iuive 
anv riglita in law. b'^. the government 
docs not desire to deal liarshly with 
them If they shew any sort of reason- 
ableness. '.Mr. \-owelI will iirobably 
be aceinnpanled by Harry ^\'rlsju, tlie 
government agent at .\elson, and 
Frank 'i'eetzcl, tho provincial commis- 
sioner at Creston, who not long ago 
arranged a settlement with the squat- 
ters on tho lands In (luestion.

Countes.s Grey, presi- 
dent of (he association has taK-en a 
keen interest in its well'are. A clrcu- 
l.-u- e.yplalnlug what the objects of the 
association are and wliy it is ilcserv- 
ing of suijporl is now being sent out 
with a view of arousing still greater 
interest in the work of the association.

under certain limitations as to size; 
and one or two of the railway and 
steamship companies have granted us 
similar privileges; but the pressure of 
regular mall - and freight traffic may 
at any . moment .Jcaiiso these favors to 
be withdrawn.'' and there are many 
other cxpen8e5._^^eonnccted with the 
collection and (listrlbutlon of litera- 
ture especially In tho form ot libraries, 
which can only be met by the provis- 
ion ot an adequate • annual revenue. 
Above-ail. the work of tho association 
has grown to such an extent tliat no 
honorary secretary can .ifford the time 
to do it justice. It is imperative, 
.therefore. . -that jirovislons should be 
made for a permanent secretary, 
whose time could be devoted to the 
interests of the association, and wiio 
would be free to iierson.ali.v inspect the 
work in the west from time to lime 
and organize it upon the most ofllciont 
basis.

One won- 
dei-.s now at tlie taste that was sliown 
by the fur traders wlio founded Vie- 
loriii, In .seleelliig tliat beautiful spiit 
as a jiloasure re.sofl. Nor was that 
taste .sliown more in wliat lliey did 
tluin In what tiiey retralnetl from do- 
ing. The niagnlflccnL oak trees and 
tho fir groves that utlorned It and 
which must have been tho growth of 
centuries were loft untouchocl. Unlike 
most .pioneers Sir James pouglas 'and 
his associates' loved 'tho''£rces and still 
they stand In tho 'parKs 'arid In.", the 
fields,^ not the 'least bc 'th'e' attractions 
of the city.- It' has been the laudable 
ambition of tho Natural Ili.story so- 
ciety of Victoria to aili.1 to tlioso na- 
tural atraetions. Uncier tlieir direc- 
tion indigenous trees and Avild flowers 
liave been iilanled In the park. It wa-s 
liojjfd, in this way to preserve many 
speehs whicil are in daiiger of ex- 
llneiion. .As the land i.s cleared Ihr 
lieautlfnl forest trees and larse slnaibs 
fall liefore tlio axe or ari' destroyed 
by flri'. .As .soon as ;,prinjj comes tin; 
eiiUdriMi gather the h.^vely wild flow- 
er.s that forju so marked a feature of 
our laiulseaijes hi the early i)art of tlii; 
yi-ar. it iiardly sei'nis worlii- wliili' to 
d','))ri\e them of the ple;i.sure for cul- 
livatliui will soon destroy most of the 
s|)eeies. In our fjavtlens, indeed, llio 
(io^-- tooth violet may easily lie pre- 
s.Tvcd and it, Imiiroves with eultlva- 
tion. liut tliere are huiulreds of other 
blossoms that, beautiful though they 
may be, are looked upon as weeds, or 
are unnoticed ' by tho gardener,- 

'l'li(> aim of preserving these native 
beauties Is a very -worthy one ^nd the 
very least Victorians can do is to re- 
frain from hindering thls'f work of the 
parks board- and ■"Naturh.l; History so- 
ciety. It Is very painful Ito learn from 
tho report of tho • tneating of the 
society thatetrees, shrubs-und flowers 
have been ruthlessly uprooted. It Is 
not pleasant to think thai Victoria 



from this terribli? dl.sea.se will be left 
out of iiii e.Nhlbltion which, however 
useliil. beneficial and ii)tere:ning, can- 
not but fill tlu! minds of most ,s|iecta- 
tors witli sad memories and lef^ret.s 
f(jr the lives that iiave been sacrllieed 
to thl.'i dread di.se.-ise.

Having 
taken twenty-three firsts In the* East, 
Mr. McConnell affirms ihat she has 
earned the riglu to be d(?emed among 
the best In Canada. As a mate for 
Lady Rhoda, he is bringing a dog fr(un 
the Steadman kennels in England. 
Tliis Is out of Malhvyd Laurie by llie 
unlieateii champion Frascally Wagg. 

Anollier flue Kngllsli setter is being 
imported hv Mr. .McConnell in behalf 
of .1. ,S. lllckford. He is a 3-year-old 
from the Mallwyd kennels and is re- 
ported to have a clean record on the 
bench thus far. .^.^According to,., r.eport, 
he is a better dbff than MsJlwyd Bob, 
the local (log o'wi)p.d by Mr. McConnell, 
which, since his''<irrlval ' from the Old 
Country, has 'held almost undisputed 
sway among the coast aristocracy of 
do.gdom. 

Tlii'se acquisllions. in both poliil'ers 
and selters, it Is considered, will .give 
stimulus to the lireedinp of prizi.-- win- 
ners here during tlU! winter months, sf) 
that In the sjiring some world healers 
may be exix-cted to put in an appear- 
ance. It is for the juirpost* of encour- 
aging such an outciuiie lluit the setter 
and pointer club Is mooted, and Jlr.

The Soya 
is the old Russian erniscr Variag', 
built at Crainl)'s .vards at Philadelphia, 
and was eaptureil at Chemulpo at the 
bi'sinning- of thf war foUowinf; that 
gallant light made by the Russians 
on board igainst ver\- big odds. The 
A'ariaK and little Kunboat Koneitz 
steamed out from the Korean port 
with band playing to meet the squad- 
ron of Admiral Uriu, consisting ot live 
cruisers and after the , Varias'a. steer- 
^. Ing sear had been destroyed, soon at' 
ter the fight opened, the Russlan.i 
fouffht desperately until compelled to 
surrender. Ollicers o£ Britl.sh and 
American warships at Chemulpo at

Ih.cbeKfln.-the..* sidg 
aboveithe belt'.Hef 'heavy giina have 
protection of 7 Inches and secondary 
armament of 3 Inches. The armament 
consists of two .S-in., eight fi-in.. thir- 
ty-two i',i)-in.,. twenty u-jiounder, sis 
1-pounder, tliree landing- pieces and a 
maxim, and slie has two submerged 
torpedo tubes. A speed ot 22 knots is 
maintained with consumption of 7,'>0 
tons of coal. The complement is 480 
men. 

The Soya l.=! a four-funnellod cruiser 
of similar model to tin; Aso, with dls- 
jilacement of G.OOO tons and is 420 feet 
long, .V2 fcot deep, with 20-)4 feet 
draught and 20,000 horoo power. Her 
dei'k is armored with three Inches of 
steel, and her armament consists ot 
the following ordnance: Twrlve fi-in., 
Uyelve l2-poundcr, and six 3-poundor 
guns, and she has 6 torpedo tubes, 
two subnrorged. A speed of 23 knots 
Is given with consumption of 770 toni 
of coal. Her complement is 571 of- 
licers and men.

insurance was at once jtaylng on her. 
Fortunately tho tugs Avere able to 
ninlie fast again and tow her Into tlu; 
Thames before the heavy gale of the 
following weeic came on. Jlqssrs. 
Smits, pf Rotterdam! have tt^e .con- 
tract for the towage, and' are con- 
sidered one of tno finest tugowning 
llrms In the world. 

The interesting voyiige was' begun 
froni the T>'ne on August Ulst, when 
the big floating dock was towed to 
sea by the two Duti'li tugboats 
Zwarte iCne and Roodezec, each of 
1,500 indlcatt^d Iiorye power, tlm lat- 
ter vessel having been specially built 
for this iiurpose. Tlie dock is built 
on the bolted sectional s,\-steni, divid- 
ed into three sections which can be in- 
creased to four. The present three 
sections measure 386 feet long by 95 
feet wide, and are capable, of lifting 
7.000 tons, but with the fourth section 
added It would be 510 feet long and 
would hav(5 a lifting capacity' of 9,500 
tons.

The Boers do exactly as 
Ho y like^ and the unfortunate liritcm 
is. oiist.'d, although this is rather dif- 
ficult to prove, as he is not ignorant 
of the arts of diplomacy. Tho regula- 
tion that every official must speak 
tho Tual, or the Dutch jargon, dispos- 
sessed man.v, while in other cases and 
In one-half of the total dismissals, tho 
offices were abolished, maJiy being af- 
terwards re-established.

grent game preserve has been estab- 
lished for some time in this region and 
on tlie borders of the Portuguese ter- 
ritory, measuring some 100 miles in 
length and 00 miles in width, and dur- 
ing tills inter-regnum tlie numbers of 
the wild aninials bus vnstly increased, 
Including the noble eland, the zebra, 
which is a striped variety of tlie wild 
ass, tin; iiuagga, which is very similar 
tn tho zebra although a little smaller In 
Hl/,e, and the unlelopcs.

In this, however, 
they were disappointed. Tlicy were 
altogether too well treated. l"'erson- 
iMy, ho does not think tlmt the iiro- 
vlnces mentioned .will ever be Britlsli. 
Tihoilosla ill the north wlileb is really 
a British colony is steadily going 
aliead but the worst reature in the 
wlioie situation is that all tliese South 
.African territories are very badly off 
fhiaiicially.

The movenient of the early part of 
the day was greatly confused and 
baffled efforts to decide wliellier sup- 
port for the market to facilitate liqui- 
dation was designed, or whether iit- 
tenipts were making to aceiniiulato 
stocks for a renewed up\v;ird turn. The 
evidence of attempts to liquidate were 
accepted ;is convincing, and jirofes- 
sional bears thereupon fell uiion tlic 
market and offered prices down with 
confidence. The market proved to be 
more lioiieyeombed with stop-loss or- 
ders than had been supposed, and the 
hears .had good succes.s In uncovering 
tlieso' and iirecipita ling some disorder 
in the effort to execute them. 

Tho decline In lirlcos was genejally 
accepted In the Wall street district as 
due to ■ a "political scare," although 
that term was somewhat variously as- 
signed. It was agreed, however, that 
it emanated in expressions of discon- 
tent Willi iiolitical conditions and with 
the aiiatlietic spirit of the campaign 
in tile west, as shown by opinions 
which have been uttered for publlc.a- 
tlon by various influenti.il financiers, 
including i:, II. Uarriman and J. J. 
IIlll. The supposition that these liigh 
financial aiitlioritics were no longer 
committed to an opinion of unnilxed 
confidence In the speculative outlook 
is siiffieiont ground to shake the spoe- 
nlalive fabric, as they lijivo been 
credited with the largest part, both 
by advice and by action, in lifting 
prices to the level recently nUained. 
Other than political considerations- 
were seen to influence this change as 
was shown by the attention paid to 
the money situation as affected by 
llie turn in the currency movement to- 
w.-ird the interior. 

The upward reaction early today 
was due to a snbsldenco ot yi-stenlay's 
rumors of finaiieial einliarrassmnits. 
which hail to do with affair.v local to 
the stock exchange. Advices from lb 
iron aiul atcv] trade ompha.sizod the 
slowness of tho recovery, and another 
reduction In the price of copper at the 
N<'W York metal oxehango was re- 
ceived as an admonition to tho same 
effect. Selling from foreign sources 
was influenced by the persistent fric- 
tion over the Moroccan situation rianl- 
fested between Germany and France.
